Approximately 75 people attend. 
ed a dinner meeting of the Dids- 
bury Board of Trade in the Lions’ 
Hall Friday evening, which was ad- 
dressed by Hon. C. BE. Gerhart, min- 
ister of municipal affairs for Al- 
berta and chief government sponsor 
of the County Council System. The 
Evening Group W.A. catered to the 
banquet. 

President of the Board of Trade, 
Wm. Payne, introduced those at the 
head table, including Mr, H. Ham- 
mell, M.L.A. for Didsbury; Mr. Fred 
Niddrie, M.L.A. for Olds; Reeve W. 
J. Bagnall of M.D. of Mountain 
View, and Mr. H. Lynch-Staunton, 
mayor of Didsbury and president of 
the Alberta Association of Muni- 
cipalities, 

The first speaker of the evening, 
Mr. Niddrie, got in a few plugs for 
the present administration and was 
followed by Mr. Hammell, who 
used a bit more discretion, prob- 
ably realizing it was not a political 
rally. Reeve Bagnall remarked he 
was not a Social Creditor but ex- 
pressed a wish to see the system in 
operation in this area. He also took 
time out for a plug when he sug: 
gested the M.D, get more assistance 
from the senior government on 
road work. This remark, or ques- 
tion, was unanswered, 

Mayor Lynch-Staunton, asked to 
introduce the principal speaker for 
the evening, suggested the system 
would be worth a try and actually 
could do no harm to anyone, 

In his opening remarks Mr. Ger- 
hart commended the Board of Trade 
for their initiative in sponsoring 
such a meeting and stated that, 
regardless of political views, in his 
opinion those opposing the County 
Act were outnumbered 9 to 1. He 
stated it Was non-political and 
purely sound business administra- 
tion, concerning the municipal dis- 
trict, the school division and the 
hospital board, 

The minister spoke of criticisms 
by people who know nothing about 
the system, going on to explain 
how M.D.’s had expanded from one 
township to two, then six, and 
eventually to nine townships in 
1912. They remained at that point 
until the big units were introduced 
in 1942 and 1943. Now the idea is 
to combine the three public services 
which at present work as separate 
bodies and have them all legislate 
from the same table. 

Mr. Gerhart spoke of grievances 
and arguments which come to his 
office from M.D.'s and school boards 
and expressed the opinion these 
would have been non-existent if the 


members of the two bodies had been | 


sitting at the same conference 
table. He said in areas where there 
were some men who were on both 
the M. PD. council and the school 
board these grievances did not 
arise, 

Should the system be adopted, 
Mr. Gerhart said the M.D, bound: 
ary would become the — school 
boundary, and could include hos- 
pitals. 
operation would be unchanged, 

He explained his views on a pleb- 
iscite about the question of whether 
to accept the system or not and 
said the electorate would not be 
fully enough informed to give an 
honest opinion because of the lack 
of qualified people to explain the 
act to them, Also, he said, a pleb- 


iscite is only an expression of 
opinion and actually carried no 
weight. 


Following his address, the minis- 
ter asked for questions from the 
floor and was quizzed in turn by 
the chairman of the schoo) division, 
the reeve of the M.D,, the chairman 
of the hospital board, and others 
who had questions pertaining to 
the proposed system, All seemed in 
favor of the system as it was ex- 
plained,

Most of us have been in the hos- 
| pital, either as patients or visitors. 
On Monday everyone had an op- 
portunity to visit the hospital itself, 
The first impression we received 
was that of the gracious efficiency 
| of the staff, As soon as we entered, 
| one of the staff was ready to lead 
} us on a guided tour through the 
building. We were shown the X-ray 
room with its varied equipment for 
looking into our internals. The 
room itself is conveniently located. 
The case room, wherein constant 
revisions of the census are made 
necessary, Was next in line, then 
into the operating room, The table, 
lighting and = anaesthetizing ap- 
paratus are very good. The steriliz- 
ing equipment seemed adequate 
and would ensure that no “bugs” 
would be left to get into mischief. 

We visited the store rooms, the 
Walk-in cooler, and the kitchen. 

The wards themselves were also 
inspected, Here we noted that there 
is evidence of overcrowding. The 
reception room has been converted 
into a children’s ward, We felt, too, 
that there should be more room for 
the matron and the business ad- 

»ministration of the hospital, While 
we did not visit the nurses’ quarters 
we felt that it would be a distinet 
advantage to have more room there, 

; Nurses, in their off-duty hours, 
should be free as much as possible 

' from the restrictions imposed in the 

| hospital itself. 

In spite of the number of visitors 
there was amazingly little disturb. 
ance to the patients, Here again the 
| staff, under Mrs, Turner, functioned 
| capably and smoothly. 
| The hospital is good, well-equip- 
| ped for a hospital of its type, and 
| well staffed, But it needs more room 
| for its patients and for its adminis: 
tration, 

After the tour we were refreshed 
by a welcome cup of tea, It was 
for usa happy and a profitable visit 
and we are grateful for this oppor- 
tunity on National Hospital Day.

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The farm labor problem, desper- 
ate since the war, is growing Worse. 
Now the federal and provincial 
governments are offering to split 
between them the cost of transpor- 
tation to farm jobs, as an induce. 
ment to people to take this form of 
employment. 

Whether that is a_ legitimate 
charge against governments we are 
inclined to doubt. Most farmers 
have usually been willing to ad. 
vance transportation costs to any- 
one willing to come out and work. 
Any worker really anxious to take 
farm employment has never been 
stuck for transportation. 

As in most other industries, the 
trouble is lack of good help. There 
are proportionately far too many 
people who don't want to work 
steady for a living, who are con- 
tent to accept unemployment. in- 
surance and who are willing to 
make occasional pretence at work 
so they'll have some extra money 
to go on a binge. Because now 
and again a good man can be 
found among the great many no- 
goods, farmers keep taking a 
chance on these types. But by and 
large it's a complete waste of time 
to send most of the 
casual labor type out to farm jobs. 
Unless there’s some careful screen 

ing done, the new offer will mean 
just pleasant rail excursions for the 
| so-called workers, 

The only way out of the labor 
problem and it has serious 
limitations — is further mechani- 
zation of farming operations. Be- 
cause he can't hire good help, the 
farmer has to buy more machinery. 
The self-propelled combine, for in- 
stance, is now the standard har- 
vesting machine; one man does the 
whole job. It means heavy capi- 
tal investments for the farmer, and 
his production costs are going up, 
not down, because the machinery 
has to be paid for.
